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WORKING  MOTHERS — now  35  million  strong—have  created  a  vast 
need  for  day  care  facilities  for  pre-sehool  children.  Since 
a  growing  number  of  families  are  seeking  a  second  income, 
and  a  larger  segment  of  industry  is  employing  women,  this 
need  will  increase. 

To  help  meet  this  developing  need,  unions  with  large  working 
mother    members,  like  the  Amalgamated  Clothing  Workers  of 
America,  as  well  as  other  organizations,  are  establishing 
child  day  care  centers.    Pood  needs  for  many  are  provided  with 
help  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  which,  as  of 
December  1970,  had  reached  3,250  centers  and  helped  feed 
146,000  children  through  the  Special  Food  Service  Program 
administered  by  its  food  and  Nutrition  Service. 

The  Special  Food  Service  Program  authorized  by  an  amendment 
to  the  National  School  Lunch  Act,  is  aimed  at  improving  the 
nutritional  status  of  both  pre-school  and  school  age  children. 

Under  the  program,  eligible  public  and  non-profit  private 
institutions    which  provide  day-care  for  children  from  low 
income  groups,  or  from  areas  with  many  working  mothers,  can 
receive  USDA-donated  foods  as  well  as  cash  reimbursement  for 
foods  purchased.     Technical  guidance,  and  financial  aid  to 
buy  or  rent  equipment  needed  for  a  feeding  program,  are  also 
provided.    Participating  service  institutions  must  agree  to 
serve  meals  which  meet  nutritional  standards  prescribed  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  to  supply  free  or  reduced 
price  meals  to  children  unable  to  pay  the  full  charge. 
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
